Christ and the Children. 


BY WARREN H. LANDON, D.D. 


Golden Text.—‘It is not the will of 
your Father which is in Heaven, that 
one of these little ones should perish.”’ 


From the other evangelists we learn 


that the disciples had been discussing 
among themselves who of them should 
be the greatest. It seems strange that 
such thoughts should have occupied 
their minds. Yet, is not the same ques- 
tion still abroad ? And we know better 
than did those disciples what is the na- 
ture of Christ’s kingdom, and what 
should be the spirit of his disciples. 
Christ answered their question, “Who 
is the greatest ?”’ as heso often answered 
them—indirectly, and yet very practical- 
ly. His answer gives us a lesson which 
has been entitled “Christ and the Chil- 
dren.”’ It is not, however, simply a les-

son for the children. It israthera lesson 
for the older folks about the children. 
The child here becomes the teacher, and 
grown men and women the scholars. 
We will consider four pointssuggested 
by what Christ has to say of the children. 
I. We must be like the children. (Vs. 
2-24.) Jesus called to Him a child, and 
used him as an object lesson. He began 
to answer the disciples by telling them 
not who was greatest, but who could and 
who could not enter into the kingdom. 
The first question is not, what place am 
I to occupy in the kingdom, but am I to 
occupy any place in the kingdom. He 
told them that conversion and childlike- 
ness were necessary to admission to the 
kingdom. At another time he expressed 
the same thought in another way: “Ex- 


“cept a man be born again, he cannot 


see the kingdom of God.” (John iii: 3.) 

The child is not to become as a man, 
but the man is to become as a child in 
order toenter the kingdom of heaven. 
But in what respects as achild? Child- 
ren are affectionate, trustful, teachable. 
The fourth verse indicates that humility 
is atrait of child character which must 
be cultivated in order to greatness in 
the kingdom of heaven. The humblest 
is the greatest. Dr. Pentecost says, 
“We have but illy learned the spirit of 
our King, if we have not learned the 
great law of Christian life, viz.; Of de- 
scending upward, of gaining by losing, 
and getting by giving.” 

Men and women, then, must be con- 
verted, and manifest these childlike 
traits in order to be fit for the kingdom 
of heaven. Christ does not merely rec- 
ommend childlikeness. He says we 
must be childlike or not enter the king- 
dom. “One thing is certain, unless a 
person comes to a state of childlikeness, 
there is no hope for him. The nearer 
he is to real childhood, the nearer he is 
to fitness for heaven. If heisa child

now, now is thetime for him to be saved. 
If his childhood is already passed, the 
quicker he can get back to the spirit 
and feelings of a child, the better it will 
be for his spiritual welfare. Yet how 
unwilling Christians are to practically 
accept this truth! How common it is 
for them, for example, when speaking 
of ingatherings to the Church, or of the 
subjects of a revival, to dwell on the 
large proportion of grown persons 
brought into the fold, instead of rejoic- 
ing that most of them are bright and 
pliable children.”—Trumbull. 

II. We should receive them in his 
name. V. 5. This means a loving re- 
ception with a view to caring for the 
soul as well as the body. When little 
ones come to our homes, do we receive 
them inthe name of Christ? The “lit- 
tle child” and “these little ones” men- 
tioned in the next verse may mean also 
all of those who have the childlike 
spirit; Christ tells us (Matt. x:42) that 
even a cup of cold water given to one 
of them in His name should not fail of 
its reward, so precious are these little 
Ones in His sight! 

III. Wemust be careful not to cause 
them to stumble (Vs. 6-10.) That itis a 
terrible thing to cause a child or any 
humble believer to fall, could hardly be 
expressed in stronger language. And 
yet how many parents are offending 
their children, causing them to stumble, 
by living before them careless, worldly, 
ungodly lives! 

We are to be the more careful not to 
offend or despise these little ones, be- 
Cause “in heaven their angels do always 
behold the face of my Father which isin 
Heaven.” This may mean that angels 
are appointed by God, especially to guard

ones. This emphasizes again their worth 
as estimated in Heaven. 

IV. We must seek them if they go 
astray. (Vs. 11-14.) As the shepherd 
searches for the sheep that has gone 
astray,so should we for the little ones 
who have gone astray. If angels areon 
the watch, soshould we be. Even the 
Son of God was in the world seeking to 
bring back that which had gone astray. 

If children are so much thought of by 
our Lord, the Church is doing a great 
work when it diligently looks after 
them. Well may we make Andrew 
Murray’s prayer our own, “Lord, give 
us hearts to beat in sympathy with 
Thine at the sight of every little child.”

CALIFORNIA. 


PomMonéA.—Dear Occident: We have 
recently concluded a three weeks’ series 
of union meetings of which I must tell 
you somewhat. 

The meetings were held through rain 
and the holidays with large attendance. 

The afternoon Bible readings called 
out audiences numbering more than 
400, two of the largest meetings occur- 
ring on Christmas and New Year’s days. 

One Sunday afternoon we had 700 
men at a service tor men only.

The meetings were conducted by 
Evangelist, Rev. S. Hartwell Pratt of 
Massachusetts, who preaches the Gos- 
pel of the Son of God, in the demonstra- 
tion of the Spirit and of power. Mr. 
Pratt’s preaching is thoroughly evan- 
gelical, forcible, earnest, pointed and 
persuasive. Without any sensational 
methods he attracts men to hear the 
truth. His work inthe second meeting, 
to bring inquirers to intelligent decision 
for Christ is suz generis and most effec- 
tive.
